Megumi Nakajima 


Megumi Nakajima ('l 1 'St Nakajima Megumi , born 
June 5, 1989) is a Filipino- Japanese voice actress and 
singer represented by the Stardust Promotion talent 
agency. She was born to a Japanese father and a Filipino 
mother.*) 1 ]*[2] In 2003, she participated in the “Self 
Stardust Promotion” contest and passed, thereby affili- 
ating her to the agency. In 2007, she auditioned to the 
Victor Entertainment sanctioned “Victor Vocal & Voice 
Audition” and was chosen to voice Ranka Lee in Macross 
Frontier. [3] 


1.1 Career 

Nakajima made her debut performance as a professional 
artist at the “Macross 25th Anniversary Concert” on 
April 18, 2007. *[4] Her first vocal recordings appeared 
in the compilation album Macross Frontier O.S. T.l Nyan 
FRO. on June 4, 2008. Her first solo live performance 
was a mini-concert titled “Ranka Lee = Megumi Naka- 
jima Mini Live @ Formo---Not! Venus Fortv?" ( y > 
Jj ■ U — = ‘ -71 1 

& \A cfc ! r 7 4 — tT.7 h ☆ Ranka RT = Naka- 

jima Megumi Mini Raibu @ Forumo... Janai yol VI- 
nasu FotoB) which was performed on June 14, 2008. She 
made her single debut on June 25, 2008 with the single 
"Seikan Hiko". Her first major concert was the “Super 
Dimension Super Live” (SUfST, — -A — y 4* ~7 Cho 
Jikil Supa Raibu) concert held on July 27, 2008. [5] 

Nakajima won the award for Best Musical Performance 
in the third Seiyu Awards held on March 7, 2009 for her 
performance as Ranka Lee in the song “Seikan Hiko” of 
Macross F. [6] 

Nakajima's first single, “Tenshi ni Naritai” was released 
in 2009 and was the first single to be released outside of 
her role from Macross F. It was followed up by the sin- 
gle “Nostalgia” two months later. She was the voice of 
Miku (The Strongest Akikan) and the role of bad girl in 
the series Akikan!. Nakajima after that, participated in 
the series Basquash!, giving life to the character of Cit- 
ron that along with Rouge (Tomatsu Haruka) and Violette 
(Saori Hayami) formed the pop group Eclipse, this was 
dissolved at the end of the series; after it, began work on 


the series Kampfer as Sakura Kaede* [7] (who unlike her 
previous roles, she fight for the person who love, but still 
retains its characteristic tenderness), while representing 
Chiho and Chise Mihara in Kobato. At the end of 2009, 
Nakajima voiced Ranka Lee in the first movie of the 
Macross Frontier franchise, Macross Frontier the Movie: 
The False Songstress ( V 7D3 F J 4* V V V 
J 0 % 4 7 Macross Frontier Gekijo-ban -Itsuwari 
no Utahime-?). . In 2010, Nakajima played a Lyra, a 
celestial spirit that belongs to Lucy Heartfilia in the Fairy 
Tail series. In February 2011, Nakajima returned to the 
movie screen to voice Ranka Lee in the second Macross 
Frontier movie, Macross Frontier the Movie: The Wings 
of Goodbye (77D7F 3 fr y J "J A 

D'~, Macross Frontier Gekijo-ban -Sayonara no Tsub- 
asa~7). 

On December 2, 2013, Stardust Promotion announced 
that Nakajima will go on an indefinite hiatus from her 
music career after the release of her last album Thank 
You and her final concert on March 20, 2014, although 
she will continue to be active in the voice-acting indus- 
try.* [8]

October 21, 1989), better known by her stage name 
May'n ( V T V Mein), is a Japanese J-Pop artist 
managed by the Horipro talent agency and under the 
Victor Entertainment label. She was formerly under the 
Universal Music label. 


2.1 Career 

In 2003, at the age of 13, she participated in the 28th 
“HoriPro - Talent Scout Caravan - Love Music - Audi-

Horipuro ■ Tar- 
ento Sukauto Kyaraban ■ Rabu Myuziku ■ Odishon ) and, 
out of the 34,91 1 hopefuls, became one of the four who 
survived the final eliminations at the Shibuya Club Quat- 
tro.*[l] 

In 2005, she made her single debut with Crazy Crazy 
Crazy. The single was later re-released with an extra 
track. Her second single. Sympathy, was also released 
later that year. 

In 2006, she sang the ending theme for the anime 
Love Get Chu -Miracle Voice Actress Hakusho- ( y 7 
Yyc HU ~ 5 y y y pi MYl Rabu Ge CHU 
~Miraku.ru Seiyu Hakusho-) which was included on her 
third single Fallin ’ in or Not. 

In January 2008 she changed her artist name to “May'n” 
. In the same year, she performed as the singing voice 
of the character Sheryl Nome in the anime TV series 
Macross Frontier. She released two singles that same 
year, each placing in the Top 3 on the Oricon Weekly 
Chart in their debut week. In January 2009, the mini- 
album May’n Street was released, and it reached number 
2 on the Oricon Weekly Chart in the first week. 

She was invited to perform “iteza Gogo Kuji Don't be 
late” and “Northern Cross” at Animelo Summer Live 
2008 and since then, she has participated in it every 
year. May'n gave her first live performance outside of 
Japan in Singapore at Anime Lestival Asia 08 in Novem- 
ber.* [2]* [3] Ever since then, she appeared in every annual 
Anime Lestival Asia event. 


In January 2010, May’ n performed her first solo Nippon 
Budokan concert, which sold out in only one day. In 
March of the same year, she held her first tour of Asia, 
followed in July by a 17-city summer tour of Japan. In fall 

2010, May’ n was chosen to record the theme song for 
the film “incite Mill —7 Day Death Game-.” In Lebruary 

201 1, she released her 3D live documentary movie May’n 
The Movie: Phonic Nation and later that month released 
her second album “if you...” which made number 7 on 
the Oricon Weekly Chart. In March, she held her second 
solo Budokan concert. She participated in the largest- 
in-Europe Japanese Culture and Entertainment Festival 
“Japan Expo 201 1". May'n sang the theme song for the 
Capcom game E.X. Troopers. In 201 1 and 2012, she col- 
laborated with music artist Daisuke Asakura who com- 
posed and produced two of her singles, “Scarlet Ballet” 
for Aria the Scarlet Ammo and “Chase the world” for 
Sunrise anime Accel World. 

May’ n represented Japan on 26 October 2013 at ABU 
TV Song Festival 2013 in Hanoi, Vietnam with hit single 
“Vivid” *[4] before starting on 29 October her May’ n 
Hall Tour 2013 “Live! Cave! Dive!" in Japan. 

In 2014, May'n released her fifth album “New World” 
.*[5] May'n would make her return to the United States 
with a solo concert in San Francisco and a performance 
at Union Square for J-Pop Summit Festival 2014. 

May'n will perform the opening theme to the 2015 anime 
television series Aquarion Logos* [6]
